Guards London 


LONDON, Oct. 24. — (#) — The 
British Army has disclosed the 
existence of a new Allied “secret 
weapon” in antiaircraft fire. 

In the London are at least “any 
German adventures in the night 
sky will be very unprofitable,” 
said Brigadier General Basil J. 
Schonland, chief of the Army’s 
scientific research branch, during 
a recent inspection by newsmen 
of London’s vast and _ intricate 
antiaircraft set-up. 

With it the British hope to ap- 
proach the greatest antiaircraft 
firing in this war—60 shells per 
plane brought down, a record set 
by the U. S. Marines on Guadal- 
canal. 

The gun operations room of 
London’s defenses is far under- 
ground and is the nerve center of 
the entire system. From it in- 
formation is sent out in a constant 
stream to every gun emplacement 
in Greater London, and the exact 
position of every enemy plane is 
given at 30-second intervals. 

From a high platform a single 
officer can see on a chart not 
only the position of each plane, 
but also which guns are “on tar- 
get” and which are firing. He 
can silence every gun in an in- 
stant or set up the fire from any 
area. 


There are four big tables, each | 
carrying a map divided into num- | 


bered squares. The biggest table 
is for “filtered information’’—a 
combination of RAF data and in- 
formation from scores of observ- 
ers along the coast and inland. 
The three others are for unfil- 
tered information. 

Every gun in London is repre- 
sented on a big map by small 
colored lights. A green light 
means the gun is on target; a 
red light that the gun is firing. 
On the other walls are charts 
showing wind velocity and direc- 
tion, position of the barrage bal- 
loons, general weather conditions 
and even the position and con- 
dition of the moon.

John Francis Schmid, of a Crew 
street address, was shot and in- 
stantly killed shortly after mid- 
night yesterday, and a man dock- 
eted as Winston Rogers, of Litho- 
nia, is being held for investigation 
in the DeKalb county ja:l at Deca- 
tur as a result of an altercation in 
Rogers’ home, jail records re- 
vealed. 

Mrs. Rogers received a flesh 
wound when the three engaged in 
the struggle in the residence, Rog- 
ers told investigating officers after 
he had surrendered to Lithonia 
police and was turned over to jail 
authorities. Coroner Paul Estes, of 
the county, investigating, said an 
inquest would not be held.

The Bombing of Berlin 

The distance of Berlin from air bases in 
England has saved that city from the devastat- 
ing raids that have been made on Hamburg 
and industrial centers of the Ruhr area, but 
those that have been made were not merely 
for the purpose of driving Nazi officials from 
the city and lowering morale of its inhabitants. 
The British knew what they were doing and, 
with bomber bases in Italy affording shorter 
mileage, Berlin is due for a blasting that will 
seriously cripple the Nazi war effort. The 
German capital is by far the greatest manu- 
facturing center in Europe, with about 2,000,000 
people engaged in the manufacture of equip- 
ment for the German armed forces, compared 
with approximately 1,500,000 workers in the 
Ruhr engaged in hcavy war industries. : 

Among the Berlin war industries tagged by 
British undercover agents and which will soon 
be receiving attention from both American and 
British bombers, are plants producing electrical 
engineering products and cables of all types; 
factories making precision instruments, such as 
range-finders, bombsights a1.d compasses; four 
aircraft factories, turning out Focke-Wulf, 
Dornier, Henschel and Henkel machines; 
Rheinmetal Borsig, next to Krupps the biggest 
armament manufacturer in Germany. Tanks, 
machine tools, radio equipment and search- 
lights are made in the Berlin area, and Berlin 
is the biggest railway center in Central Europe, 
with fourteen main lines radiating from it; the 
city has three locomotive works which have 
produced one-third of the German output. 

In view of the heavy loss of aircraft in the 
recent destruction of the ball-bearing plant in 
Schweinfurt, knocking out the munition fac- 
tories in Berlin will probably take a heavy toll 
of planes and their heroic crews. The compen- 
sation will be less loss of life in the invasion 
of Germany when Allied forces cross the Alps 
and English channel to end the war.

British Income Taxes 

Federal income taxpayers of the United 
States who are, bemoaning the present high 
rates and “viewing with alarm” the possibility 
of a still higher levy to become effective in 
1944, may obtain a measure of comfort in con- 
templating how much better is their lot than 
that of our British cousins. 

For the past four years their’s has been the 
highest income, and indirect, taxation system 
in the world. After preliminary deductions, 
small as compared to United States allowances, 
one-third of a single man’s income goes to the 
government in income tax. From those who 
earn over $600 a year, and now most people 
do, one-half is taken in taxes. If earnings are 
in the tens of thousands per year, the govern- 
ment takes as much as 98.5 per cent. But 
that is not all; indirect taxes in the United 
States are small as compared with those in 
Britain. 

In Britain a package of cigarettes cost 45 
cents, of which 35 cents is tax; fifth of a quart 
of whisky sets one, back $6, the tax being 
$5.50: a cigar, not any too good, costs 40 cents, 
35 cents of which is tax—and those are just 
instances of the*long list of high so-called 
“invisible taxes.” 

Just now some ten million Britons are fur- 
rowing their brows over the “pay-as-you-go” 
income tax law which becomes effective in 
April, 1944. It is similar to the law now in 
effect in the United States (with no change 
in rates), and replaces the present law under 
which taxpayers pay a tax on what they 
earned during the corresponding week one year 
previous. Treasury officials say the change- 
over will cost the government one billion dol- 
lars.

Foolish to Pump a Dry Well and 


Ignore One That's Overflowing 
By ROBERT QUILLEN 


No matter how cheerfully the patriot pays. nobody enjoys being 
faxed. And each individual is naturally inclined to regard anv tax 
as unfair if it hurts him. Therefore, the duty of levving war taxes 
is a nightmare and a headache to politicians. 

Yet there is a simple and fair way to get necessary war reve- 
nue, and at the same time scotch the factors that cause inflation. 

When Mr. Morgenthau recently proposed another ten billion 
tax burden, chiefly for the avowed purpose of preventing infla- 
tion, congressmen rebelled. It was ton much lke taking Little 
Junior's nickel to keep him from losing it. 

The two simple and basic facts that must be considered in 
framing a fair and effective tax law are so obvious that any bright 
school kid should see and understand them. 

The first is that the income which is likely to cause inflation 
is the new war-bloated income. The second is that the only way 
to “recover” this income is to take it from the people who are 
getting it. 

Since inflation is caused by surplus spending money and short- 
age of purchasable goods, it is the new income—the billions paid 
out by the government—that threatens to cause trouble. This is 
the money that must be recovered by taxation, so it can't be spent. 
And it cannot be recovered by taxing people who aren't getting 
any of it—people whose incomes havenot increased. To lay an 
additional burden on them is both foolish and cruel. 

Even the simplest of congressmen should be able to see that 
the only way to get at new war income is to tax those who are 
getting war income—and nobody else. That would not be discrim- 
ination, for it would tax all who are profiting by the war. 

How can we distinguish war income from any other? It re- 
veals itself. If any man is making more money now than he made 
before the war, his increase is war income in almost every instance. 

Living costs more now. Allow everybody a certain percentage 
of increase free of taxation. But above that amount, let al! in- 
crease of income be taxed 100 per cent. Take all of it—every 
penny of increase—and give bonds in return for a portion of it— 
special bonds which cannot be cashed until the war is over 

Does that seem too tough? It would finance the war. It would 
prevent inflation, and why should anybody profit by this horror 
while better men are dying?

Loss of the United States subma- 
rine Dorado, launched only last 
May, was reported today by the 
Navy. 

Communique No. 476: 

“The U. S. submarine Dorado 
is overdue and must be presumed 
to be lost. The next of kin of 
personnel in the Dorado have 
been so informed.” 

While the announcement 


tained no reference to where the 
loss occurred, it was presumed 
the action was in the Pacific 

The Dorado was the 13th Amer- 
ican submarine lost since Ame 
ica's entry into the war. Of this 
total, Navy records list two sunk. 
10 overdue and presumed lost and 
one destroyed to prevent enemy 
capture.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—(4’)—A 
continued rise in the cost of liv- 
ing and of earnings was reported 
today by the National Industrial 
Conference Board. 


The private research organiza- 
tion estimated that living costs of 
wage earners and lower-salaried 
clerical workers averaged 19.9 per 
cent above those of January, 1941. | 


Its survey of 25 manufacturing 
industries shuwed that average 
hourly earnings by August were | 
up 34.5 per cent from the same 
1941 month and that weekly | 
earnings, adjusted for retail price 


increases, averaged 26.8 per cent 
above January, 1941, 


During September, the ‘board 
said, living- expenses went up in 
46 of 69 cities surveyed, declined 
in 16 and held steady in 7. 


Compared with September, 
1942, the board said, living costs 
were up 4.4 per cent, with Macon, 
Ga., showing the greatest increase, 
8.3 per cent, and New Haven, 
Conn., the smallest, 2.1 per cent. 

Average hourly earnings in Au- 
gust were estimated at §$1.021 
while weekly earnings touched a 
new peak at $46.21.

Anyone who tells you to “just 
eat less of everything” is not go- 
ing to help you take off very many 
pounds. As every overweight 
knows, reducing is one-fourth diet 
and three-fourths will power and 
eating less of everything breaks 
down your will power.
